To the 
inhabitants of the Town of Lyndeborough in the County of Hillsborough in said State, 
qualified to vote in the Town affairs: You are hereby notified to meet at Center Hall in said 
Lyndeborough on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next at 10:00 of the clock in the 
forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Town of Lyndeborough Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Recodify the entire Zoning Ordinance to update statutory references, to expand the 
definition section and to provide a format that is easier to follow. No substantive changes 
to the Zoning Ordinance will result from the recodification (Planning Board approves). 
Ballot vote required. 


ARTICLE 3: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Town of Lyndeborough Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Add a new provision to the Home Business section, 1200.01 Rural Lands One, Two and 
Three to provide for expanded home business opportunities. 


1200.01 Rural Lands One, Two and Three Districts

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AUDITOR'S REPORT 


We have audited the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Lyndeborough, 
New Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 1996, and have issued our 
report thereon dated February 19, 1997. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about 
whether the general purpose financial statements are free of material misstatement. 


In planning and performing our audit of the general purpose financial statements of the 
Town of Lyndeborough, New Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 1996, we 
considered its internal control structure in order to determine our auditing procedures for 
the purpose of expressing our opinion on the general purpose financial statements and not 
to provide assurance on the internal control structure. 


The management of the Town of Lyndeborough, New Hampshire is responsible for 
establishing and maintaining an internal control structure. In fulfilling this responsibility, 
estimates and judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits and 
related costs of internal control structure policies and procedures. The objectives of an 
internal control structure are to provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, 
assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and 
that transactions are executed in accordance with management's authorization and recorded 
properly to permit the preparation of financial statements in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles. Because of inherent limitations in any internal control 
structure, errors or irregularities may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also 
projection of any evaluation of the structure to future periods is subject to the risk that 
procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions or that the 
effectiveness of the design and operation of policies and procedures may deteriorate. 


For the purpose of this report, we have classified the significant internal control structure 
policies and procedures in the following categories: Budget, cash and investments, revenue 
and receivables, expenditures for goods and services and accounts payable, payroll and 
related liabilities, debt and debt service expenditures. 


For all the control categories listed above, we obtained an understanding of the design of 
relevant policies and procedures and whether they have been placed in operation, and we 
assessed control risk. 


Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all 
matters in the internal control structure that might be material weaknesses under standards 
established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants. A material 
weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or operation of the specific internal 
control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or 
irregularities in amounts that would be material to the general purpose financial statements 
being audited may occur and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the 
normal course of performing their assigned functions. We noted no matters involving the 
internal contro! structure and its operation that we consider to be material weaknesses as 
defined above. 

This report is intended for the information of management and the Board of Selectmen. 
However, this report is a matter of public record and its distribution is not limited.

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BUDGET COMMITTEE REPORT 


As we closeout this budget season, there are three specific items to highlight and two 
general observations I would like to share. The three specific items are the plans for office 
space, the Old Temple Road situation, and the police budget. We as a town have been 
unable to resolve how to proceed with our town office space needs. This year we need to 
bring closure to this item and move on. Given the capital costs in front of us for the next 
few years, the Committee rejected the Selectmen’s preference for a new building. The cost 
is high given the functions to be performed out of the building. We are talking small town 
government here. And small for the foreseeable future. We placed our faith in the eight 
month study done by the original office space needs committee, which concluded a 
renovation of Citizens Hall, could be accomplished for a reasonable sum. The amount in 
the budget for renovations was established by the Selectmen and will not necessarily be the 
amount recommended at Town Meeting by the Committee. It is our opinion a common 
sense upgrade can be done for a reasonable cost, providing enough room to operate and 
attending to the life safety and structural requirements. This will be discussed in detail at 
Town Meeting. Please come with an open mind, hear the arguments, and vote one of the 
options. 


The Old Temple Road area has been a recognized problem for over a decade. Potential 
new growth has forced us to look again at our options. This was not planned for in the 
capital plan so it has been a challenge to control the cost impact. We are asking that you 
approve $20,000 for °98 some of which will cover engineering expenses so by next Town 
Meeting we will be able to outline all the options and their costs. The police department 
requested the addition of a second full-time officer this year. We are not prepared to 
support this change without your approval. Town Meeting is the place to explore what the 
rationale is for this move and whether or not you are in favor. 


I want to remind everyone of the importance of following the Capital Improvement Plan. 
Our plan must also incorporate changes around us such as at the CO-OP. The current plan 
is carefully constructed to allow for our capital needs at little cost to you in additional taxes 
once we get over the next two years. 


Lastly, I think it is important to give some additional consideration to the concept of “what 
we can afford”. We tend to look at requests, consider them reasonable, and then approve 
them. Lyndeborough has always been more prudent than our neighbors. We are always 
being told by department heads that their budget is lower than those in similar towns. It is 
true for almost all departments. This is because in the past you kept focused on the ability 
of townspeople to pay. I see us drifting from that. There is more of an expectation now 
that a budget should be approved unless you can find something frivolous in it. Whether 
we can afford all the spending seems to get lost in the debate. 


A quick note concerning the schools. Medical insurance costs were a big “driver” of the 
increase there. The administration is working on a solution but until there is one the 30% 
increase had to be placed in the budget. Given that fact and allowing for a reasonable 
salary contract of about 3%, there was little change in the remainder of the budget and we 
urge you to approve the budget at the polls. 


My thanks to the Committee and the department heads. Also to the CIP Committee. A 
special thanks this year to Jessie Salisbury who attended most of our meetings and offered 
to be our secretary as well.

Section 1 — Cemetery Lots

Cemetery lots will be sold only in the bare months of the year. 

Cemetery lots are sold for the burial of Lyndeborough residents, former 
residents, their spouses, and their lineal ancestors or descendants. 

Lots will be sold as: 

Single — 4 feet by 12 feet 

Double — 8 feet by 12 feet 

Four — 16 feet by 12 feet or 8 feet by 24 feet 

Six — 24 feet by 12 feet 

Family — any multiple of 4 foot widths 

Each grave lot will be 4 feet wide by 12 feet long 

The Trustees will stake the lot with wooden or metal stakes. Permanent posts 
no smaller than 4 inches by 4 inches by 12 inches will be installed by 
arrangement of the buyer and at the buyer’s expense within one year. 

A single grave lot will cost $75 (seventy-five dollars). Of this, $30 will go to 
the Town and $45 will go to the General Cemetery Trust Fund for cemetery 
perpetual care and maintenance. Multiple grave lots will cost multiples of 
$75, which will be divided as indicated above. Additional perpetual care trust 
funds may be arranged by contacting the Trustees of Trust Funds. 

Multiple urn burials will be permitted in a single lot with permission of the 
Cemetery Trustees. | 


Section 2 — Maintenance and Care 
2.1 Funeral directors or monument workers must inform the Cemetery Trustees,

either directly or via the Town Office, of any work to be done on the lot at the 
expense of the owner. 

Monuments, unless flush, will be at least nine feet from the front of the lot 
and at least one foot from the back, the front being the side nearest to the 
driveway. 

No perennial plantings may be done without approval of the Cemetery 
Trustees. : 

The lot owner or family will be responsible for the trimming and care of 
perennial plantings, shrubs and trees. Unmaintained planting may be 
trimmed or removed by maintenance workers at the discretion of the 
Cemetery Trustees. 

No planting will infringe on the lots of others or interfere with the 
maintenance of the cemetery. 

Cemetery maintenance workers will make all reasonable attempts to work 
around flowers and other decorations. Lot owners and relatives must place 
flowers so as not to create extra work for the maintenance workers. 

During the month of October, all flowers and other decorations will be 
removed. 

Flags will be removed in November following Veteran’s Day. 
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Section 3 - Burials 
3.1 Burials will take place only during the bare months of the year. 
3.2 Funeral directors should contact the Cemetery Trustees, either directly or via 
the Town Office, to make burial arrangements. 
3.3 Concrete vaults will be used for all casket burials. 
3.4 The funeral director will be responsible for the proper burial. 


Section 4 - Hours 
4.1 All cemeteries will be open to lot owners and their relatives during daylight 
hours. All cemeteries will be closed after dusk. 


Section 5 - Fees 
5.1 The cost for opening and closing for a vault and casket burial will be $250 
(two hundred and fifty dollars). 
5.2 The cost for opening and closing for an urn burial will be $35 (thirty-five 
dollars). 


Section 6 - Exceptions 
6.1 The Cemetery Trustees reserve the right to make exceptions to these policies 
and regulations to accommodate unusual circumstances. 


CIP REPORT FOR 1998 - 2003 


We want to begin this year’s report with the same observation as last year’s. The bottom 
line CIP totals are growing. They were in the 140K range, then the 160K range, and now 
the 230K or more range. It is essential we resolve the town office space issue and get on 
with the other capital demands before us. None are going away. They are only piling up to 
become more of a tax burden in future years! 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 

A new department CIP page is part of this report. It is a fine-tuning of previous ones. The 
plan assumes 3 major pieces of apparatus with 27-year life spans. Fortunately the age of 
our current fleet allows for a very orderly transfer to a CRF approach with a vehicle being 
purchased about every 9 years. We have a late start on the “77 pumper and have used 
widely different amounts to fund the CRF in order to help us balance the bottom line of the 
CIP. But the result is enough funds for the truck by our ’03 goal date. With this CIP, we 
are finally well on our way to setting up CRFs for our fire trucks. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 

This CIP reflects the resolution of two issues. First, we will have a two-vehicle 
department. Second, we will rotate between one sedan and one 4WD with annual use split 
based primarily on the season of the year. The logic behind such a rotation and how it 
compares with other options is on a separate sheet. The failure to adequately resolve this 
issue in the past few years finds us buying a 4 WD in ’98 and a sedan (without the 
assistance of a CRF) in ’99. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
We reviewed new quotes for the truck and loader to better fine-tune our CIP numbers. 
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Because reserves for all vehicles were postponed to make way for the town office project, 
CRFs were not started the year after the equipment was purchased as is supposed to 
happen. Additionally, repair expense has risen on most pieces of equipment as they have 
aged and it has given us reason to question whether our 20-year expected life for trucks and 
equipment is realistic. Until that becomes clear, we felt it prudent to place more funds than 
originally planned in CRF’s for the loader and grader based on 15-year life spans instead of 
20 years. We can adjust as time gets closer. A separate sheet outlines the highway CIP 
plan. Please note that with the CRF for each truck is enough money for things like plow 
frames, plows and sanders so there becomes a regular replacement schedule for these types 
of items as well. They are also cheaper when bought as a part of the vehicle purchase 
package. The CRF for replacement of the Mack has stayed at 20 yrs and the CRF for 
replacement of the International at 8 yrs. based on our past and current experience with 
these vehicles. 


Road and bridge upgrades have not been a part of the CIP in the past, but there is one in 
this year’s plan. Normally we expect to be able to handle all upgrades via the annual 
budget process in conjunction with our use of State Block Grant money. The Old Temple 
Road project is larger than normal and more of an emergency because it has been 
postponed for so many years. While only one item, it is a big one and has a significant 
impact on the CIP. A separate sheet gives the details. 


SELECTMEN 

This year’s CIP reflects a desire by the Selectmen to see the cost of an option for a new 
building for town offices be placed in the CIP. At the time this report was done, only 
ballpark figures were available. The cost is expected to be in the $320,000 range with half 
being covered via our town surplus. So the CIP reflects the $170,000 that would remain to 
be funded after use of the surplus. This amount in one year would require a bond. The 
cost of that bond whether via the local bank or the bond bank is part of this report. The 
Committee was not given a presentation on this matter so neither recommends nor rejects 
the proposal. To help illustrate the impact of the project, however, two annual “totals” are 
being provided. 


The reval project will need a more detailed look as we get closer to “O05. Our costs could 
be considerably more depending on what we need to have done. We encourage the 
Selectmen to make this a ’98 project so should additional funds be required, we will have a 
reasonable amount of time to place more money in our CRF starting next year. 


ALL OTHER 

The landfill closure number was being used as a balancing pawn in recent years so we 
reduced it and made it a stable limited amount to be funded until we have the amount we 
need. We just bought a new ambulance so this CIP reflects a new small CRF for the next 
one. A Co-op committee has been formed to take a look at space needs. We have tried to 
anticipate some action on this front by showing costs arising from this need around ’00. 
This amount reflects Lyndeborough’s share of a 2.5-M project. When a more accurate 
timeframe and estimate is available we will use it. 


The library hopes to have a better handle on their plans and needs by ’99 or ’00. If the 


current site is not viable, for instance, a very different financial plan needs to be worked 
out.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT 


The Conservation Commission met regularly during 1997 and worked on several projects. 
During the spring and summer, members worked with John Barnes on wetlands crossings 
in his proposed subdivision between Center and Johnson’s Corner Road. The Commission 
is particularly interested in the preservation of the E.C. Curtis sawmill site, which dates to 
the mid-1800s and has discussed it with Mr. Barnes. Members also looked at a sawmill 
site on Gulf Road which was sold before they could act. Word was received from Carmen 
Follet of her intended gift to the Commission of 17 plus acres near the quartz quarry. The 
area will be known as the Armstrong-Richards-Hartshorn Conservation Area. 


Members John Anthony and Robert Fraize have repainted the boundaries of the east side of 
the Putnam Pond Area fluorescent orange in preparation for construction of a walking trail 
along the high ground from Cram Hill Road to Cemetery Road near the Fish and Game 
Club. The commission sponsored a student from the Central School at Barry Conservation 
Camp and donated $200 toward the monitoring of the water in the Souhegan River by the 
Souhegan Watershed Association. 


The Commission was advised by the Mont Vernon commission of a proposed walking trail 
from Purgatory Falls to the Souhegan River. This plan is still under development. Reports 
of litter and graffiti at Purgatory Falls prompted an official visit to the area which found 
little trash.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 


1997 saw the Lyndeborough Fire Department responding to 45 calls for service: 2 structure 
fires, 9 medical assists, 9 motor vehicle accidents, 5 mutual aid calls, 5 chimney fires, 4 
alarm activations, 3 service calls, 3 furnace problems, 2 car fires, 1 wires, 1 lost hunter and 
1 standby to assist the Police. The most serious call was the total loss of the Wesley 
Williams residence on Maiers Road. Unfortunately, this residence was located in a remote 
area of Town and the fire was not discovered until it was in a very advanced stage. 


Sadness struck the Department late this year with the passing of former Chief Edward “Ed” 
Abbot. Ed served as Chief until his retirement in 1982. He did many things to stabilize 
and guide the Department forward. We’ll always remember him for his broad grin and his 
positive outlook on life. God bless you, Ed. 


Training continues to be a very important part of the Fire Department. I’m very pleased to 
report that Barbara Kelczewski has completed the State of New Hampshire Firefighter I 
certification and that Sherry Whitmore has completed her State of New Hampshire 
Firefighter II certification. We also have Rick McQuade, Mickey Leavitt and Sean 
Magoon nearing completion of their EMT certification. An additional skill that was 
practiced this year was that of rescue from heights. The final stage of this training was a 
simulated rescue of 2 subjects who had to be removed from the bottom of a 40-foot deep 
quarry. Working with members of the Wilton Lyndeborough Ambulance and Wilton Fire 
Department, we pooled our skills to lower rescuers to the victim using ropes, did medical 
assessments and treatments and then successfully packaged the victims and raised them up 
a 40 foot vertical stone wall. All involved agreed it was quite an undertaking, certainly one 
we hope won’t be necessary, but one we’re thankful that we now have some training and 
equipment to deal with the situation should it ever occur. 


After 15 years as serving this Town as your Fire Chief I have decided to step down from 
the position. Believe me, it has been a very difficult decision to make. | really can’t begin 
to tell you how proud I am of the accomplishments of those individuals who have so 
unselfishly served under my command to provide you with fire, rescue and medical 
services. I’m hopeful that we have done our share to improve the quality of life in the 
Town of Lyndeborough. 


I leave you with a new slate of officers: Chief Tim McEntee, Assistant Chief Arnold 
Byam, Assistant Chief Rick McQuade, Lieutenant Jim Whitmore and Lieutenant Sean 
Magoon. As with the fine tradition of the Lyndeborough Fire Department, these are 
capable and dedicated individuals who I am extremely confident will continue to provide 
and improve upon the services this department offers. 


In closing, I offer one last thank you to the Fire Department, the Ladies Auxiliary, 
Selectmen, Ambulance, Police, Highway, other Town officials and agencies and the 
Citizens of Lyndeborough for their support over the years. My final acknowledgement is 
to the 3 most important people in my life: my wife Ann, my son Ryan and my daughter 
Erin. You have all been wonderful through this, sure hope you can stand the extra time Ill 
be home now.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN & STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your 
local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required. Violations of RSA 227- 
L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are 
misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also 
liable for all fire suppression costs. 


There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests and 
Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist communities 
with forest fire suppression, prevention and training programs as well as the enforcement of 
forest fire and timber harvest laws. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or 
timber harvest laws please call our office at 271-2217. 


There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the state. 
Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest 
Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The 1997 fire 
season was a Safe period for wildland firefighters with no major injuries reported. The 
drought conditions experienced during the early summer months was a significant factor 
resulting in the total number of fires reported during the season. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 
aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens, aid in the quick response 
from local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland fires 
and keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as low as possible.

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LYNDEBOROUGH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The year of 1997 proved to be a very trying year for New Hampshire law enforcement. 
The members of the Lyndeborough Police Department would like to express our deepest 
sympathies to the families of our fallen brother officers, Trooper Leslie Lord and Scott 
Phillips and Officer Jeremy Charron. We would also like to display our gratitude for the 
care, concern and regret that the citizens of the town offered at that tragic time. 


Lyndeborough also persevered a tragic event in the town’s history, by dealing with the 
unfortunate fatal shooting of a young teen that was in the process of burglarizing a home on 
Route 31. The affects of this event will be felt for times to come. 


For the remainder of the year, we have had zero tolerance in dealing with impaired drivers, 
and the transportation of drugs through our community. Listed below is a breakdown of 
calls for service the police handled throughout the year, while experiencing a total of 1090 
calls for service. The amount of arrests has escalated once again, and in summary, the 
averages for all calls increased individually. We are proud to note that there were only 
three residential burglaries, and no reports of child abuse. 


Sergeant Garret Booth attended Field Sobriety Testing Instructor School, and is currently 
instructing recruits at the police academy in apprehending impaired drivers when 
requested, and completed the full time recruit academy in July. 


In closing, we would like the opportunity to thank all of you that contacted us with your 
concerns for the town as we had requested in last years annual report. Once again, we look 
forward to hearing your opinions and concerns in the future.

SELECTMEN’S ANNUAL REPORT 


The Selectmen are engaged in a number of special projects above and beyond their routine 
duties. Many of these are of special interest to the Citizens of the Town. Those of greatest 
public interest are included in this report. 


Enhanced 9-1-1: As a result of a law enacted in 1992 by the New Hampshire Legislature, 
efforts were underway to introduce a coordinated statewide Enhanced 9-1-1 system for use 
during emergency situations. Although the service was not operational until July of 1995, 
the Town formed a house numbering committee in 1993 to start the “Road Layer Map” 
phase in collecting preliminary data and begin preparation in support of the developing 
system. 


In May of 1994, the Town requested the assistance of the Bureau of Emergency 
Communications to help guide the Town through the procedure of complying with the 
outlined requirements and process of developing an accurate database since the Enhanced 
9-1-1 system relied on computers to provide precise address information. In July, the first 
preliminary data collection was completed. This required measuring each road in 50’ 
increments and identifying every addressable structure in Town with the Global 
Positioning System. Our first map was delivered to the Town in December for corrections. 


In 1995, the Fire Department offered their services of verifying road names and identifying 
unknowns on the map. The department worked diligently on revisions and returned the 
map to Concord for updating. The Bureau of Emergency Communications’ next step 
would be to make all the corrections in the computer and return the revised map to the 
Town for review. This process would continue until all corrections were made. 
Unfortunately, with the overwhelming request for assistance statewide and large volume of 
maps being submitted for corrections, we were stifled when we called for the status of our 
map and the Bureau of Emergency Communications reported they could not locate it. A 
second map was submitted and we ended up in the same predicament. As a result, both 
parties agreed upon the precautionary measure of making sure the map was hand delivered. 


After some delay, the Selectmen’s office took over the responsibility of overseeing the 
project in 1996. In February, we received our first secured customer listing from Nynex in 
which the information provided would be used solely for the purposes of validation and 
verification of address units listed in the E-911 database. Each unit was located and 
identified on our Town tax map and correlated with every telephone number listed. This 
information would be pertinent for the second phase of this project, the “Addressing Map”. 
In regard to the “Road Layer Map”, progress was slow. Our turn over time of returning the 
map to the B.E.C. for corrections was adequate, the hold up was the long waiting period of 
having our map returned back to the bottom of the pile since the maps were worked on by a 
first come, first serve basis. 


Work continued on the map with the combined efforts of the Fire Department in 1997. The 
“Hydro Layer’ section was completed and all water sources identified. Directional 
numbering arrows were applied to the map and it was determined even numbers would be 
issued to the right side of the road and odd numbers to the left. The high and low address 
ranges were established. The inventory of road names required a considerable amount of 
work this year. Driveways with two or more dwellings on it were named. Some resistance 
transpired from residents during the process of trying to eliminate like-sounding road 
names. It was the Town’s intent to help avoid confusion during emergency situations and 
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imperative the residents understood the potential for liability that could arise for them if 
delays in the provision of emergency services occurred. With only one situation pending 
resolution, the Town will be approaching the “Addressing Map” Phase II by spring of 
1998. The initial addressing map consists of a series of maps that divide the Town into 
close-up zooms. Each scaled map will show location of every addressable structure in 
Town for visual verification. Once verification is complete and the maps have been 
revised by Bureau of Emergency Communications, numbers will be issued to each of the 
addressable structures. 


Joint Loss Management Safety Program: In 1995, NH Workers’ Compensation Reform 
required by law (RSA 281-A:64) all employers to provide a safe and healthy work 
environment. The laws’ intent was prevention and/or minimizing workplace accidents and 
ultimately reducing workers’ compensation costs statewide. 


A committee was formed this year composed of an equal representation of management 
and employees with the purpose of working together in a cooperative effort to promote 
safety and health and to assist with recommendations for change. The committee 
developed a written safety program, which was adopted by the Board of Selectmen in 
August. The Town is required to file a “Safety Summary Form” with the Department of 
Labor on a biennial basis in order to be in compliance with the law. Penalties for non- 
compliance of the safety provisions are $1,000 per day, per violation. 


Drug & Alcohol Testing Policy: This program was adopted by the Town in September and 
implemented in order to meet federal regulations regarding mandatory alcohol and 
controlled substance testing which applies to all Town employees who hold commercial 
drivers licenses. The U.S. Department of Transportation’s goal is to make the 
transportation environment safer for trucking employees and the motoring public. 


The Town joined the New Hampshire Motor Transportation Association that provides ail 
required drug-testing services to the trucking industry throughout the consortium. Penalties 
for non-compliance are severe. If during a routine audit of the employer’s driver’s records, 
the employer may be fined $500 to $1,000 per driver, per day for non-compliance. In the 
event of an accident, depending upon its severity, employers may be fined up to $10,000 
for non-compliance. The Drug & Alcohol Testing Policy was adopted by the Selectmen in 
August and incorporated into the Town’s Personnel Policy and Procedure Manual. 


Personnel Policies and Procedures: The personnel policies and procedures for the Town 
have been completed and were adopted by the Board of Selectmen in December. In 1998, 
job descriptions will be prepared for each full and part time position. 


Police Manual of Rules & Regulations: The standard operating procedures for the police 
department have been completed and were adopted by the Board of Selectmen in August. 


Sale of Municipal Property: The Town initiated action to sell three tax deeded properties 
this year in order to get them back on the tax roll. Unfortunately, the Town ran into some 
legal ramifications regarding the titles on two of the lots. There is one lot presently listed 
for sale, located on Cemetery Road consisting of 2.9 acres. The Town will continue 
research on the other two properties with the prospect of placing them on the market if 
possible in 1998. 


Citizens’ Hall Water Problem: The Town contracted for the installation of an underground 
drain from Citizens’ Hall to the catch basin on Forest Road. At the same time, the 
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waterline to the Library was buried below the frostline to eliminate freezing waterlines and 
ensure running water to the Library throughout the year. 


Town Office Study: Pursuant to the amended Town Warrant Article #15, the Selectmen 
developed a total cost for the renovations of Citizens’ Hall assuming a 25 year life span. 
This included all fire protection deficiencies, ADA requirements, State septic requirements, 
parking access and major repair costs. In addition, the Selectmen were able to obtain 
budgetary estimates from reputable contractors for the costs of a new building in 
Lyndeborough Center. The results have been presented to the Town in Warrant Articles 6 
& 7 for the Towns consideration and action. 


Old Temple Road Bridge: The bridge on Old Temple Road has been red flagged by the 
State and is the first candidate for upgrading of the highway infrastructure proposed by the 
Town. 


It is apparent from these projects that the Federal Government and the State Government 
are imposing obligations on the Town which require much more administrative workload 
on the Selectmen than they have had in the past. This trend appears to be continuing! 


Finally, the Board wishes to express our most sincere appreciation and utmost gratitude to 
all departments, committees and commissions for their dedication and_ special 
accomplishments throughout the year. With great admiration, we acknowledge the 
achievements of their hard work and undertakings which ultimately enhance the stamina of 
our community.

Ralph Dwire 
moved and Amold Byam III seconded the Article. Helen vanHam asked for a clarification 
on page 25, the Trustee of Trust Funds where it was reported that $356.93 was not recorded 
in 1994. In 1994, I believe the Old Town Hall was painted and sometime during the year 
the Selectmen requested the money that was available and it was paid. By available I mean 
it was in the Trust. Normally, they send in a request at the end of the year if they needed 
money to take care of the Old Town Hall, if that didn't come out of the money voted for it. 
This particular year, at the end of the year they evidently asked for the money they thought 
was available, not realizing they had already received it, it wasn't picked up by the Trustee 
evidently, I'm sure it was just an oversight.

My only reason for bringing this up, the Town should reimburse that particular 
Trust Fund, $302.05. I just wanted to make it known. (Helen was not making a request for 
the money, she was just making it known) Voice vote, Ayes have it. Article Passes.

Bob Rogers made a 
motion to amend the budget to add $5,060 dollars for the Administrative increases, for the 
Executive Secretary, the Town Clerk, Tax Collector and Treasurer.It has been moved that 
we move the question. All those in favor of moving the question, which will mean, if you 
vote yes, we will then get right on to voting immediately on voting on the $5,060 dollars. 
Okay, all those in favor of moving the amendment, (aye), those opposed. The ayes have it. 
Now the amendment, to add $5,060 dollars to the $695 thousand dollar budget as 
presented. All those in favor of adding $5,060 dollars, this to be used by the Selectmen in 
the area of Administrative Assistant and office personnel, signify by saying aye, (ayes) 
those opposed (no), the ayes have it. Now we have a budget of 700,060 dollars, now what 
do we do. Jessie Salisbury amended the budget by $1,500 dollars to keep the library open 
the extra five hours. Brenda Cassidy seconded The amendment is to add $1500 dollars in 
the area of the library, this will be added to the operating budget for the town. All those in 
favor of adding $1500 dollars in the area of the library signify by saying aye, those 
opposed. The ayes have it. Marge Hallyburton moved to reduce the police department 
budget from 74,880 to 66100. Ruth Zecchini seconded. Linda Anderson moved to table the 
vote on Article 11, to be taken up after Article 21. Fred Douglas seconded. On the floor, 
we have Article 11 as amended, its now 700 thousand 60 dollars plus the 1500 dollars for 
the library. All those in favor of tabling Article 11 and taking up Article 21 in a negative 
definitive number, signifying by saying aye, those opposed.

The new number on Article 11 as amended 
to see if the town will vote to accept the budget of $701,560 dollars excluding articles 12 - 
19 as prepared by the budget committee or make any alterations thereto, so as to raise such 
sums of money to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriation of the 
same. The number being changed from $695 thousand as submitted to $701,560 dollars 
after a lengthy discussion. All those in favor of raising $701,560 dollars as prepared by 
the Budget Committee or make any alterations thereto, so as to raise such sums of 
money to defray Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriation of the 
same. Ayes have it. Passes.

WILTON LYNDEBOROUGH TEMPLE VOLUNTEER 
AMBULANCE & RESCUE ASSOCIATION 


During the 1997 year, Temple joined Wilton and Lyndeborough as an integral part of the 
newly named Wilton Lyndeborough Temple Volunteer Ambulance and Rescue 
Association. Temple contributed the cost of additional equipment, put up the funds for the 
trade-in of the old ambulance, and invested additional funds to bring it up to current 
standards so that it is available as a backup machine housed in Temple. Temple arranged 
to cover their share of the cost of operations as their part of the bargain. And they brought 
VOLUNTEERS! Every year we remind the towns that the reason we have such good primary 
care services is that our neighbors volunteer to keep the ambulances manned twenty four 
hours a day, three hundred and sixty five days a year with only one paid chief-attendant- 
administrator. Good weather and bad, they keep us covered. 


They, like our volunteer firemen, do a fine and essential job for the towns. And they are 
your neighbors. No cold and impersonal care here. As of the end of 1997, there were 5 
paramedics, 9 EMT-1s and 18 EMT B s active. The annual operation cost per capita for 
1997 was $8.99. With amortized capital costs, it was $11.08 total. The unit responded to 
294 calls in 1997, including 8 mutual aid calls. 


For those new to us, Wilton Lyndeborough (Temple) Volunteer Ambulance and Rescue 
Association was formed in 1974 as a nonprofit corporation to serve the two towns. It is 
administered by a board of unpaid directors representing the citizens of the towns, the 
attendants and the selectmen. It charges a fee for its services, which covers part of the 
costs. The balance is borne by the towns, Lyndeborough assuming 20%, Temple 20% and 
Wilton 60%, roughly the proportion of calls and population. The selectmen of the two 
towns agree on the proportions from time to time. 


The ambulance and facilities are located on Forest Road, near the Wilton-Lyndeborough 
town line, and at the fire station in Temple. There are heated garages, a training-meeting 
room, a day room, cooking facilities, and office space. Typically, there is a two and three 
man/woman crew on duty, serving twelve hour shifts at their place of work or at home, 
connected to the communications centers by pager and two way radio. On receiving a 911 
call, at least one goes to the bay to bring the ambulance, and in urgent circumstances, one 
or more go directly to the scene, carrying “jump kits”. A paramedic is always available. In 
bad weather, the crew may stand by at the bay.
